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UNDER THE BAN FOR LIFE. 

PACIFIC JOCKEY CLUB RULES OFF DURNELL 
AND McCAFFERTY. 

Not Satisfied With Suspension For One Year. Former 
Takes An Appeal Which Results In Banish- 
ment of Both. 



San rraiu-isco. Cal.. March 20. — I'liuiics E. Dur- 
iicll and .Tohii J. McCaffert.v. who were each sus- 
|)euded on March 2 by the judp;es at As«*ot Park, 
for one year, were today rnleil off the turf for life 
by the stewards of the Pacific Jockey Club, which 
i.s the supreme governing body of tlie turf in Cali- 
fornia. 

Roth Durnell and McCafferty have figured in rac- 
ing in this country for many years and both were 
fornior jockeys, McCafferty one of the best of his 
day. Durnell sought honors abroad and was once 
under the ban in France. He claimed that he had 
iKHMi a victim of malice on the part of the starter. 
He succeeded in having himself reinstated in 1904. 
tliough he had been permitted by the Western Jockey 
Club to race his horses on its tracks prior to the 
removal of the ban in France. In partnership with 
Emil llerz he achieved a remarkable success at the 
Ciiicago traks, but lost to the bookmakers practically 
all he had gained. This combination was broken 
and Durnell went it alone until late in the season 
of 1904, when he established relations with Mont 
Tenues, the Chicago bookmaker. During the season 
of 1904 the relations between Durnell and McCafferty 
were close enough to amount to practically a con- 
federacy and the season of 1905 oiiened in the same 
way, but when they got to New York and Durnell 
l»egan losing his grip, seeds of disc*ontent were sown. 
Durnell and Tenues fell out and Tennes dispose<l of 
all of his horses save Big Ben and one or two others 
which he tunied over to McCafferty. From that 
time grew an enmity bitter enough to result in the 
downfall of both. 

IHirnell secured powerful financial backing — from 
John W. Cates, it is said — and forthwith bt'gau his 
pursuit of .McCafferty. .\fter the close of the season 
at tlie New York tracks both shipi)ed their horses 
to Ascot Park and a feudal war such as has never 
1h*cii known on a racetrack in this country develoi>ed 
and spread until there was scarce a man at the I,»os 
.Viigeles wurse who was not identified with one 
<*r the other faction. 

For a lime they were content with bidding up 
and buying each other’s horses when they were re- 
turned winners of selling races or claiming them 
wlien they failed to win. Then came bitter denun- 
ciations and finally charges and counter charges 
which resulted in a belated investigation and the 
mellow action of Judge Hamilton and his assoidates. 

Durnell, feeling secure within himself and prob- 
ably nursing the notion that the iufiuence which had 
once put him in good standing on the tracks of the 
middle west, would again see him through, ap{>eale<I 
his CU.SO to the Pacific Jo<key Club. This prompted 
the stewards to go deeper than had the otlicials at 
Ascot. .McCafferty had taken no ap|>eal, but the 
finding of the stewards made them equally guilty, 
hence the ruling of today., 

Barney Schreiber’s great three-year old. Dr. Card 
ner, performed brilliantly in the Futurity Course 
sprint at Oakland this aftenmon. His owner de 
ilared that the Bannockburn youngster carried the 
biggest stable commission that he had wagered in 
ten years. 

When J. K. F. was disqiialifinl in the second race 
ill favor of the nominal favorite. Pentagon, there 
was much rejoicing in the betting inclosure. 

The stars of the Schreiber establishment will be 
shipped to Memphis ne.\t Sunday. 

Racing at Seattle will begin on June 20, and con- 
tinue to Septemlier 1. 

FAVORITES BEATEN, BUT BOOKS LOSE. 

Hot Springs, Ark., March 20. — In the first four 
races at Uaklawn this afternoon, the favorites were 
la'uten, but this is no indication that the eleven 
liookmakers were able to show winning sheets. The 
sharpshooters were abroad and when the accounts 
for the day were closed the layers were hoavily out 
<»f iKK-ket. llarmakis, whlHi won the feature race, 
in which Lubin was the even money favorite, was 
the lH‘st backed horse during the afternoon and 
he bail slight troulde in annexing the purse from 
Sun Primo, with the favorite bringing up the rear. 
Ed lYolter l>ought llarmakis la*fore the race for 
^iC.^iOU from J. W. U’Neall. The sale, however, 
carried the condition that the horse’s share of the 
purse should go to O’Neall. 

Cood weather was responsible for an increased 
attendance and, althought the track was heavy, 
the sport was above the average, considering the 
IMjor fields. 

About thirty horses, the proi>erly of F. Walhauser, 
C. B. CuniplK'll, H. Booker and J. W. Blalock, ar- 
rived today from .\scot Park. 

GETTING READY FOR BENNINGS. 

New \ork. March 20. — Monday next will mark the 
Opening of the oastern racing season at Washington. 
Between now and .Saturday horses wili arrive at 
Beiuiiugs from various parts of the country. Many 
wifi come up from the New Orleans tracks, others 
will make the trip across the Continent from the 
Callforni.i tracks, while from winter quarters in 
Long Island and some of the western, states numer- 
ous horses of quality will be sent on. There has 
bi'ou a letup in the training at Gravesend and 
Jjhcepshead Baj tracks because of the snow, but 



a little warm sunshine will make the going right 
again so that the finishing touches cau lie put on. 
Many of these Long Island horses are nearly ready 
for business, and as they will go to Benniiigs fresh 
and vigorous they may spring some surprises on the 
owners of horses that have l>een racing steadily all 
winter, lii fact, the trainers of the Ix)ng Island 
bunch l>elieve that they are going to clean up 
handsomely. Next Sunday afternoon Jolin G. Cav- 
ftiingli will run his special train to W’ashington for 
the accommodation of turfmen and racegoers. It 
will carry owners, jockeys, trainers, betting pe<M)le 
and a small regiment of liookmakers and their 
1 ‘lerks. The betting ring at Washington will be an 
o|HMi one, no Ijookinaker receiving recognition or 
special privileges. If the “.Mets” want to do busi- 
ness they will have to take their chances with the 
non-mem I>er8, who got upon an even plane with the 
organization layers last season after a long fight. 
There will l>e no change in the method of wagering 
at Benniiigs, the individual plan holding good as 
usual. 

ONTARIO JOCKEY CLUB STAKES. 

Toronto, Out., March 20. — Thirteen stakes have 
lH*eu opened by the Ontario Jockey Club to close on 
Saturday. April 21. They represent besides the 
Liverpool and Seagram Cups, each cup valued at 
$1,000, and the King Edward Gold Cup, valued at 
$1..1U0. a total outlay in added money of .515.900. 
The stakes in brief are as follows; Toronto Cup, 
5.‘1,000 added, three-year-olds and upward; King Ed- 
ward Gold Cup, 5L~i00 added, three-year-olds and 
upw'ard; Waterloo Handicap. $1,200 .added, three- 
year-olds and upward; Minto Stakes, selling. 51.^H>9 
added, three-year-olds and U|>ward; Liverpool Cup. 
5L0<X1 added, three-year-olds and upward, the pix»i>- 
erty of residents of Canada; Seagram Cup (handi 
c.ap). 11.000 added, three-year-olds and upward, 
owned in Canada: the Heudrie Handicap, which 
takes the place of the long -established Iloiiiinioii 
Handicap, $1,000 added, three-year-olds and upward, 
foaled in Canada; W’oodstock Plate, $1,500 added. 
tUree-year-olds; Victoria Stakes, $1,000 added, two- 
year-olds; Tyro Stakes, $1,000 added, selling, two- 
year-olds; Coronation Stak-js, 5T<'0 a lde4, two-year 
olds fouled in Canada; W'oodblne Steeplechase. $1,000 
added, four-year-olds and upward; Street Railway 
Steeplechase Handicap, $1,000 added, four-year-olds 
and upward. Tlie value of the Toronto Cup has been 
Increased by $1,000, the Liverpool Cup by $400, the 
Seagram Cup by $400. tlie King Edward Hotel Cup 
by $.‘100 and the Hendrie Handicap by $200, making 
a total increase in these five stakes of $2,:i0o. 

MADDEN STRING GOES TO BENNINGS. 

Lexington. Ky., March 20. — Twenty horses, among 
them Dandelion, Pulsus, Vendor, Tangle, Samson 
and Adbell, were shippeil from John E. Madden’s 
llumbiirg I’lHce twlay to Benniiigs. Later other 
horses will be shipped to Belmont I‘ark. Mr. .Mad- 
den left last night for Washington to prepare for 
the arrival of his horses. Kci>urts from the farm 
are to the effect that these horses are all fit and 
(hut they will lie hard to l»eat at the Washington 
track. They have Ikhmi wurkiug steadily at the 
farm truck. 

COMMITS SUICIDE TO EVADE ARREST. 

Hot Springs, Ark., March 20.— While a policeman 
with a warrant, charging the issuing of worthless 
checks, was trying to gain admittance to his room 
ill the I’nllman Hotel this morning, J. H. Claybaugh, 
of Clilcago, wnimitted suicide. It is said that Clay- 
baugh was formerly in the employ of Mont Tenues, 

METROPOLITAN HANDICAP WEIGHTS. 

Ill announcing his assignment of weights to the 
horses engaged in the Metroiiolitan Handicap Mr. 
Vosburgh adheres fairly closely to the figures of 
the Brooklyn, Suburban and Brighton Handicaps, the 
most noticeable variation being in the cases of the 
two western horses. Ram’s Horn and I’liil Finch. 
It is evident Mr. Vosburgh has taken notice of the 
performances of these rapid horses at New' Or- 
leans. the result lieiiig that Ram's Horn has been 
given 116 pounds in the .Metropolitan and Phil Finch 
114. He hud previously given Phil Finch 198 imiinds 
In the Brooklyn and 107 in the Brighton, and to 
Rum’s Horn 111 in the Brooklyn and Suburban, and 
110 in tlie Brighton. Speaking of New’ Orleans per- 
former.s it must be said that at 99 pounds Orly is 
in remurkubly light. Many gowl turfmen at New 
Orleans rated him the equal of Rum’s Horn and Phil 
J’ineh. Floral King is auotlK>r New Orleans eelebrity 
leniently trcatt*d at 107 pounds. Floral King is a 
delieate liorse, hard to fit and hard to kitqi “on 
edge,’’ blit extremely fast when at his best. It 
is safe to say that if this horse goes to the i»ust 
for the .Metropolitan in his liest form, and the Bel- 
nuMit Park track is also at its best that day, the 
horse that beats him will also have to beat 1:58, 

In tlie nieuntiine Sysonby has been given the same, 
151 pounds assigned him in the other big eastern 
handicaps, a very light burden in view of his furmid- 
uble ILst of great achitvemeiits. The liupressiou gains 
strength in eastern turf circles that Sysonby will 
•»e started again for tbe race in which he so narrow- 
ly esi-ai*ed defeat last year when Rac*e King ran 
him to a dead heat, but this opinion Is merely guess 
work and it is more prubalde that Sysonby will have 
his first race of iiiqiortauee later on In the year. 
Hermis. I’JO; Orl Wells, 125; Delhi. 124; Stalwart. 
12:i; Artful, 125; Hamburg Belle, 122; Roseiieu, 121, 
are tbe other horses handicappetl at over 1*20 pounds, 
and of these only Delhi, Artful, Hamburg Belle 
and Rosel^en are to be ^considered as contingently 
likely to start.

TALENT EVENS THE SCORE. 

SEVEN FAVORITES FIND THE FINISH FIRST 
AT CITY PARK. 

Investigation of Steeplechase Races is On — Much 
Rough Riding In Feature Race 
At the Old Track. 



New Orleans, I^., .March 20. — Backers of the 
favorites came into their ow’ii at City Park tin’s 
afternoon. Every first choice won and the book.s 
lost back tlieir winnings of yesterday. The Corrigan 
stable was much in evidence, Goldie and Begonia 
winning the sixth and seventh races, while Adare 
finished second in the fifth race, which he probably 
would have won with an e»|ual break. Jockeys 
Nicol and Harrigan rode two winners each. The 
track was good and the weather cold enough to make 
light wraps and coats a comfort rather than a 
burden. 

Kercbeval redeemed himself for his defeat in the 
Derby by cantering away from good company in the 
fourth race. 

William Phillips, acting for Fred Cook, today pur- 
chased Lady Mistake and Nevada. At tbe close 
of the racing season here these mares will be sblp[>ed 
to Cook’s farm to join the band of matrons which 
will lie breil to English lAid this spring. 

Will Woodard ha.s decided to ship Debar diri*et to 
l ouisville, where he will be reste<l up and given a 
special “prep” for tbe Kentucky Derby. 

A couple of Mexicans were at the track today buy- 
ing up cheap horses to ship to Mexico, where races 
are given every Sunday the year around. Among 
the horses purchased were Oceaner, Gascomie, Pathos 
and Suds. 

W'hen starter Cassidy leaves on Wednesday his 
place at City Park will be taken by starting judge 
William Shelly, who will officiate at the barrier 
until the arrival of Richard Dwyer. 

Judges Trevelyan and Murpliy held a star cliauiber 
session in the stewards’ room at City Park this 
afternoon. Several horsemen and riders were before 
them and it Is said that the investigation had to 
do with some of the steeplechase races run at tlie 
new track. Furthermore it leaked out that the bau 
will probably be placed on a prominent western 
bookmaker who is sus{»ected of being mixed up in 
several shady looking cross-country races run at the 
track this winter. 

Tiie feature of today’s racing at the old track 
was tlie inartistic, but effective ‘Toughing’’ of Lillie 
Scout in tlie fourth race, which brought alsmt the 
defeat of the Bennett horse and which almost gave 
the race to Footlights Favorite, the rank outsider. 
Little Scout was outrun early, as usual, while Foot- 
lights Favorite was making the pace, a length 
or so ill front of St. Valentine. Little Scout iK’gaii 
to close uiKiii the far turn, but as he went ii|> 
Obert sent Hallowmas along with him. FtKitlights 
Favorite dropped hack, but on reaching the stretch 
turn, St. Valentine went lo the outside fence, and 
Hullowiuas carried Little Scout out to the same 
limit and MitGee was forced to an oiit.side iMwdtiou 
wliere he did not have room to come tlirougli. 
Wliile this was going on Footlights Favorite came 
down next to the inside rail, gaining a lead of 
about three lengths on the stretch turn, and it was 
only iu the (‘losing strides that the other three 
hmhiled togetlier on the extreme outside l»eat her 
out, the four finishing heads apart. It was the 
most aggravated case of rough ridftig sceu here all 
winter. 

R. F. Williams’ bad race liehind Auniuiaster was 
explained as diK* to bis rider. Bedell, being struck 
ill the eye by a clod iu tbe early part of the race, 
'nie horse rau badly and the heavy Ijettiug on Auru- 
I master was costly to the layers.
